6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for aUowance: The closest prior art 
references Pietsch et al. (US 4,748,146) and Sheiham et al. (EP 0 520 639 Al) fail to expressly 
disclose or in combination teach that the solvent in the process for encapsulating a solution of color 
reactants is rapeseed oil methyl ester obtained from eruca-acid-rich rapeseed oil. It is not well known 
in the art of encapsulation to utilize the specifically claimed rapeseed oil methyl ester as a solvent, 
there is no motivation to do so, nor, would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time 
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of the invention. Hence, inclusion this specific limitation is regarded as novel and unobvious over 
the prior art.
